Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• The prior art of record does not teach the amended limitation of claim 22, the 
client computer displays a first group comprising a link to the corresponding at 
least one node and a link corresponding to the at least one other node and a 
second group comprising a plurality of web sites matching the search term. 

• Wolfman et al. (USPA Pub. 2002/0040363) teaches a method and system for 
classification, including the steps of searching a data structure including 
categories for elements related to an input, calculating statistics describing the 
relevance of each of the elements to the input, ranking the elements by 
relevance to the input, determining if the ranked elements exceed a threshold 
confidence value, and returning a set of elements from the ranked elements 
when the threshold confidence value is exceeded. Whereas Goerz, JR et al. 
(USPA Pub. 2002/0065671) teaches a method and system for implementing a 
project development workspace comprises a project development Website, a 
project, a project workspace, and a unidirectional data gate. The project 
development Website includes a multi-dimensional knowledge base. The project 
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workspace is specific to the project and is associated with, but distinct from, the 
project development website. 

• Applicant's argument in the in the Remarks filed on 6/13/2005 on page 8, 
paragraph last is persuasive and convincing. 

• Applicant agreed and approved on 9/15/2005 to do Examiner's Amendment in 
order to expedite the prosecution of the application, see Interview Summary for 
details.
